A Year ago an industrial exhibition devoted

There 
is hardly a State of our vast Union which does 
not bear the richest treasures either upon the sur- 
face or just beneath it. Attractive as this 
city is, mighty in its men and capital, its industry, 
thrift, and power, I can only regret that it is a 
city where there is always danger of moral decay.
